TORONTO: — On ‘any 
given day as many as 25,000 indus- 
trial workers in Ontario are away 
from their jobs because of sickness 
Dr. Grant Cunningham, Director of 
Industrial Hygiene, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health, writes in the current 
issue. of “Health”, organ of the Hea- 
Ith League of Canada, 

Sickness is the main cause of lost 
time from ‘work, ten times as great 
as that due to industrial accidents, 
reports Dr. Cunningham, an author- 
ity on industrial health. 

“Under stress of war production, 
sickness absence increases by as mu- 
ch as 50%”, he continues. “The ex- 
cess is not due to respiratory and di- 
gestive’ disturbances, but rather to 
indefinite minor complaints of ill- 
health and discomfort associated with 
an acute sense of physiological func- 
tion’’, 

The main cause for this increased 
ill-health is described as inadequate 
rest, physical or mental or both. “Re 
sistance to disease is lowered, mental 
loutlock is distorted and illness en- 
sues”, he writes. 

At least half the total time lost 
through sickness could be prevented, 
Dr. Cunningham claims.

THE PRESS AND 
LOCAL HISTORY 


Few people,: as they read their 
weekly newspapers realize that they 
are reading perhaps the only contem- 
porary history of their community it 
is possible to read. It is doubtful too 
if they realize that as each issue gets 
old, the more valuable it becomes, and 
that the old fyles of a newspaper are 
from a historical standpoint, of in- 
calcuable worth. 


The newspaper fyles are the most) 


authentic history. of the community 
available. They tell the story of the 
community life as it happens. Past 
history is important to those who 
live in the present. Those of us who 
live in modern surroundings are 
sometimes apt to forget the sacrifices 
of those who made the community 
what it is today: It is not so very 
long ago when the territory served 
by weekly newspapers was virgin 
forest or prairie, untouched by the 
hand of the white man, It was a 
territory upon which the plowpoint

gain inspiration for the struggles of 
their day. The newspaper preserves 
the story of our ideals, our problems 
and our lives, and those who contri- 
bute to the news columns of their 
local newspaper are therefore doing’ 
a valuable service for “those who 
follow in their wake.” 

For’ this reason it is essential that 
contributors write so that the reader 
twenty-five or fifty years hence may 
understand the import of the story. 
For tastance some writers are apt to 
consider a story of interest only to 
their particular organization, rather 
than to the community as a whole. 
yg mrncregnd one reads an item about 

a young people’s meeting in which 
John does this and Mary does that. 
To the average reader this doesn’t 
convey anything eé¢ven at the time, 
and it would convey still less a quar- 
ter of a century after it is written. 
If the same organization wanted to 
check back for historical purposes 
many years after, Johh and Mary 
would not convey to them who were 
the active members of their group in 
by-gone days. ‘ 

The newspaper is truly the archives 
of the community, and as such is of 
increasing value to the community as 
its fyles grow older. The readers are 
therefore personally a’ part of the 
newspaper, because their contribu- 
tion to its columins are helping to re- 
cord the ‘history of the age in which 
they live. 


WHY DOES THIS 
WAR AFFECT ME? 


| Americans may suppose that their 
homes will still be as secure, that 
|their jobs will still be much the 


‘|same, that they can still go to the 


movies as often, talk politics as free- 
‘ly, and send their children to the 
same schools as they do now, whe- 
ther the Nazis or the British win this 
war. :

st an enemy, an effective blockade 


sinst our foreign commerce can be 
established and maintained at points 
theusands of miles beyond. our coasts 


Our outlying possessions will be 
captured and used against us’ as ad- 
vance bases--Without the power to 
earry the fight to the enémy, there 
can be no alternative other than sub- 
jucation to his wishes.”

It will 
be another and bigger thing when 
Charles Augustus Lindbergh is tuck- 
ed away in jail without benefit of 
habeus corpus. 

It is a splendid thing to know that 
the United States has virtually de- 
fined her position as a state of war. 
It will be a stupendous thing when 
the United States definitely directs 
that war effort against the common, 
fos. 

Mr. Roosevelt's proclamation is 
vital not so much for what it does as 
for the magnificent things it promis-

. Keenly interesting was the reac- 
tion of some’ of the nations to this 
announcement. 

Germany was thoroughly angry 
but sought desperately to conceal its 
agitation. Hitler promptly announc- 
ed that Germany had no thought of 
aggression in the Western Hemis- 
phere. This indicated two things: 

First, that Hitler, ‘being the sup- 
reme liar, undoubtedly had aspira- 
tions in this hemisphere, and 

Secondly, that the Nazis were in 
deadly fear that the United States 
would discover their American aspir- 
ations.

manner.

CROP REPORT SAYS 
MORE RAIN NEEDED 

Wheat seeding is practically com- 
pleted and the sowing of coarse 
grains is well advanced, says the 
Bank of Montreal crop report. 

A Dominion Government survey in- 
dicates the 1941 wheat acreage at 
20,882,000 acres, or a decline of 25 
per cent from 1940. The acreage 


sown to coarse grains will be great- | 


er than last year. Germination on 
the whole is even and early growth 


is strong and sturdy. Soil drifting; 


has caused slight damage in some 
areas, but recent moderate to heavy 
rains will prove beneficial. In North- 
eastern Alberta and the Northern and 
Western districts of Saskatchewan, 
good rains are. still needed to main- 
tain present prospects. 

Wheat seeding has been completed 
and sowing of coarse grains is prac- 
tically finised in Alberta. Germina- 
tion has been satisfactory. Rains 
over large areas have improved mois- 
turé conditions and checked soi!l-drift- 
ing, which was becom'ng serious in 
some districts. Some slight frost da- 
mage has occurred in scattered local- 
ities. The growth of sugar beets is 
favorable and thinning has commen- 
ced. 

In Sasketchewan, wheat seeding is 
nearing completion and the planting 
of coarse grains is well advanced. 
Germination is eyen in most districts, 
but in parts of the Northern and Wes- 
tern regions, where slight damage 
from blowing ocecurre? 
are needed to promote growth.
